GREAT BRITAIN’S WAR| 
SAVINGS CAMPAIGN 


War Savings Certificates were first} 
placed on sale in Great Britain on Feb- 
ruary 22, 1916. Between that date and 
January 18, 1919 inclusive, 287,030,200 
Certificates were scld. These repres- 
ented $1,435,151,000. Of this amount 
the redemptions’amount to a little over 
4 per cent.

That the sale of Certificates is continu | 
ing strong may be seen~in the fact that 
for the week ending January 11, 1919, | 
sales brought $11,500,000; while for that | 
ending January 18, they were akout 
$17,000,000, 

It should be borne in mind that while 
these millions of War Savings Certifi- 
cate were being sold, the sale of Nation- | 
al War Bonds reached the huge total of 
$8, 226,688,670. The sale of these bonds | 
began on October I, 1917, and ended on 
January 18, 1919, which means during 
the 68 weeks of the issue the average 
weekly sale amounted to $120,000,000, | 

At first the sale of War Savings 
Certificates was attended with disap- 
pointing results, possibly because it was 
hedged about by cumbersome restritions | 

It was not until these were removed 
in June of 1916 that appreciable results 
were secured. Even tho ugh the War 
feeling has subsided the 7 e of Certifi- 
cates was contiues to be very brisk, 
3,428,191 having been sold during the 
week ending January 18, which average, 
if maintained, would double the sales 
fr 1917
